ton and weed s t a l k s and have very 
generally taken them for those of 
the boll weevil. 
Naturally, then, 
I it would be wise to burn the stalks 
But the eggs of the boll weevil are 
j laid only in the squares or bolls, 
never in the stalks or twigs, and 
never surviving the winter so far 
as known. 
These eggs of the tree 
cricket are long, slightly curved, 
yellowish eggs, laid in rows in the 
stalks. In laying each egg a small 
puncture is made in the stalk, so 
that on the surface of the stalk 
one may recognize their presence 
within by a row of tine punctures 
extending for a couple of inches 
Often these pun* lures cause the 
rtt^lks to split 
The tree cricket 
doubtless does the cotton no other 
injury, as in its young stage it is a 
beneficial insect, feeding upon plant 
lice, which often stunt the growth 
of young cotton. 
The injury done 
to the cotton stalks by the eggs is 
inconsiderable and they are only 
laid in the fall. 
It must be clear, therefore, that 
burning the stalks at this season 
I is a misdirected effort. 
T h e y 
should be cut and burned in Octo­ 
ber or November. 
The thing to 
do now is to plow all land deeply 
as soon as passible and put in best 
shape for seeding at the earliest 
date. 
Several other insects are con­ 
stantly mistaken for the boll wee­ 
vil and are being constantly sent 
me for identification. 
The most 
common is the bull nettle weevil 
(Trichobaris texana) which is found 
in the bull nettle or thistle, also 
known as the horse nettle and 
Spanish thistle. 
This insect does 
not attack cotton and is quite dif­ 
ferent from the boll weevil, as a 
casual glance at the two side by 
side wili at once show. 
A nearly 
related species of the same genus 
bores in potato stems and another 
in tobacco stems. 
In the holes of 
this weevil, chinch bugs often win­ 
ter in num bers. 
It is, therefore, 
not a desirable insect to have 
around and as its host plant also 
furnishes food for the potato beetle 
we would advise the destruction of 
the nettles wherever found. 
A large black beetle found in the 
blood weed stems is often taken 
for the boll weevil. 
It is about 
one-half an inch long and over 
twice the size of the latter. 
The 
weevils found in the pith of the 
sunflower, in plums and in acorns,

NO USE TO BURN STALKS NOW. 


Boll Weevil Eggs Not In the Stalks. 
In­ 
sects Mistaken for Weevil. 


Office of State Entomologist, Col­ 
lege Station, Brazos county, Tex., 
Feb, IO.—To The News; 
In at­ 
te n d in g farm ers’ insitutes, ,by cor­ 
respondence, and through the local 
papers, I learn that large numbers 
of our planters are cutting and 
burning their cotton stalks in order 
to combat the boll weevil. 
Their 
action seems to be based upon two 
reasons. 
In the first place the ex­ 
ecutive committee of the Dallas 
Boll Weevil Convention, published 
about a m onth ago directions for 
proceedure against the boll weevil. 
These are, in the main, excellent. 
The first one, however, has led 
planters astray. 
It states: “ Clear 
off all fields thoroughly by burn­ 
ing trash and stalks st once; plow 
the cotton and corn; land deep as 
soon as possible during the win­ 
ter.” 
W hat value the burning of 
stalks at this season would have 
has never been clear to the writer. 
No stage of the boll weevil is found 
in the stalks at this reason, or in 
fact, at any season. 
All the entomologists agree in 
recommending the cutting a n d 
burning of stalks in the fall, but 
none, I think, have recommended 
burning them in late winter. 
In 
the second place, the planters have 
found the eggs of the snowy tree 
cricket very abundant in both cot-

are also confonnded with the boll 
weevil. If one compares them side 
by side the difference is at once 
evident, but is not observed other­ 
wise. 
The Confusion of the acorn 
weevil and the boll weevil has led 
some parties to believe that the 
boll weevil is attracted to lights 
and to therefore advocate the use 
of trap lanterns. The acorn weevil 
is often attracted to lights, but the 
boll weevil very rarely or never. 
Trap lights are therefore worthless 
for the boll weevil. 
Further recommendations f o r 
combatting the boll weevil will be 
published shortly.
